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XX7HILE there was, and still is, no intention to 
illustrate The Lotus, this first issue offered oppor- 
tunity to send out a picture as a separate feature. 
This will be done again as occasion arises. Ordi- 
narily the magazine will consist of thirty-two pages. 
But when a picture is sent out with it, the letter press 
will consist of printed matter to carry the picture, 
which may be more or less than thirty-two pages.
